SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The Classification Office classifies Golden Boy Video 32 as: 

Objectionable. 

The Classification Office finds that Golden Boy Video 32 tends to promote and support 
the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The video recording is 
composed of three scenes, each of which explicitly depict adolescent males engaged 
in sexual activity with each other. The males are noticeably young in that they appear 
awkward and are pubescent in appearance. The title of the video recording reinforces 
the focus on young males. The classification of this video recording is based on a 
consideration of issues arising under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act 1993). This part of the FVPC Act 1993 is a deeming 
provision that cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights expressed in si4 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
